REMARKS 



Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §102 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1 and 4-15 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) 
as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 6,757,334 to Feher. Applicant respectfully traverses this 
rejection. 

Applicant has amended claim 1 to include the limitations of allowable claim 2. 
Therefore, claim 1, as amended, is allowable and the rejection of claim 1 should be withdrawn. 

Claims 4-8 depend from allowable claim 1. Therefore, claims 4-8 are allowable by virtue 
of their dependence on claim 1, and the rejection of claims 4-8 should be withdraw. 

Applicant has canceled claims 9-15 by the foregoing amendments. Thus, the rejection of 
claims 9-15 is moot and should be withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Also in the Office Action, the Examiner objected to claims 2-3 are being dependent on a 
rejected base claim. The Examiner stated that claims 2-3 would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and the limitations of any 
intervening base claims. 

As was discussed above, Applicant has amended claim 1 to include the limitations of 
allowable claim 2. Accordingly, claim 2 has been canceled and the objection should be 
withdrawn. Claim 1, as amended, is allowable. 

Applicant has amended claim 3 to depend from allowable claim 1. Thus, claim 3 is 
allowable by virtue of its dependence on claim 1, and the objection should be withdrawn. 
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Further, the Examiner allowed claims 16-23. Applicant respectfully thanks the Examiner 
for these indications of allowability.
